It was 
obvious to everyone in Israel, and 
certainly to the terrorists in 
Lebanon, that retaliation was in- 
evitable, and that this time, the 
IDF would not limit Itself to a few 
airstrikes, no matter how effec- 
tive. 

It was also obvious that the IDF 
would not cross north of the Litant 
River and thus risk a full-scale 
war with the Syrians. The ex- 
.pected field of battle was going to 
be southern Lebanon, and 
southern Lebanon, and southern 
Lebanon was going to be swept 
clean of terrorists. — : 

This was all predictable, to the 
terrorists and to everybody else. It 
is safe to say that by Sunday morn- 
ing, hardly a terroriat remained 
in the town they themselves called 
Stalingrad.

A U.S.-born Armenian priest, 
practising the art of illuminating 
manuscripts, talks with 
ROBERT KAPLAN.

THE PHOENIX isthe emblemof ᾿ ὡς 


the Armenian people who, like 
that legendary bird of immortali- 
ty, have risen from the ashes of 
destruction innumerable times. 
Armenia hea served as 8 revoly- 
ing door for a plethora of con- 
querorsa. Each time, the 
Armenians emerged out of the 
flames intact, either in their an- 
cient homeland or, lke the Jews, 
in a widely scattered diaspora. 

A Detroit-born priest and artist 
who has lived in Jerusalem for the 
last four years is a good example 
of an Armenian who has succeed- 
ed in nurturing his ethnic roots in 
a fertile diaspora. 

Illuminated manuscripts are 
the offspring of Father Haigazoun 
Melkonian's artistic energies, 
ecclesiastical knowledge, and 
ethnic pride, 

The manuscripts that the 28- 
year-old priest illuminates are 
from a Bible referred to by 
scholars as ‘‘the queen of 
translations," due to the ability of 
classical Armenian to capture the 
subtleties of the original Hebrew 
and Greek in ἃ way that a 
language like English cannot.

But Friedman's work focuses on

pire, or at least for opening the 
country to large-scale Jewish im- 
migration. 

At the same time, they exerted 
themselves to safeguard the 
Yishuv from the excesses of the 
local Ottoman potentates and 
alleviate the pains of war, in- 
cluding deportations, hunger and 
insecurity, although they were in- 
capable of averting these 
altogether. The author leaves no 
doubt that had it not been for their 
interventions with the Ottoman 
authorities, at the local level as 
well as at the centre, the fate of

I HESITATED for some days 
before accepting an invitation toa 
press conference for a ‘‘Far 
Haatern Week'' sponsored by ἃ 
Tel Aviv importer of household 
goods. Finally, I decided to go 
along — but also to look into the 
general picture of Israel's export- 
Import balance with the Far Eaat. 
Inquiries at the Ministry of In- 
dustry, Commerce and Tourlsm 
proved encouraging. At present, 
our over-all trade balance with 
the Far Hast is clearly in Israel's 
favour — more exports than im- 
ports. This ia largely due to the 
5818 of Israeli-polished diamonds 
via Hongkong and Singapore. 
With several countries of ‘the 
Eaat, our trade is just about in 
balance. In 1877, we sold $1.5m. of 
gooda to the Philippines, bought 
only §1.2m; to South Korea and 
Thailand we also sold more than 
we bought from them. Not so with 
Taiwan, from which we purchaa- 
eé $11.8m. of goods and to which 
we sold only $4.7m. This gap, 
however, could be’closed by the 
proposed gale of Kfir alreraft; a 
single Kfir costs about $8m._ - 
So what does it matter if the 
Israeli consumer craves just αὶ

{tems from Talwan or Thailand,
